Students turn eyes to college 
-Electoral College, of course 


Romulus High School govern¬ 
ment students have been both 
mystified and energized by the 
current national post-election dra¬ 
ma 

In the past, students could care 
less about the role of the Electoral 
College, teacher Rod Hanna re¬ 
vealed on Monday (hours before 
some of the students would visit 
the Romulus City Council meet¬ 
ing.) 

Hanna decided to make posi¬ 


tive use of the nation’s focus on 
the Electoral College - by enticing 
his government students to write 
letters to Michigan U.S Senator 
Carl Levin, Senator-elect Debbie 
Stabenow and Congresswoman 
Lynn Rivers and outline their 
views on the Electoral College 
process. 

The veteran teacher gave his 
students four options to mention 
in their letters including eliminat¬ 
ing the Electoral College com- 


Elmer Johnson Park 
could be enlarged 


The Romulus City Council vot¬ 
ed Monday night to consider po¬ 
tential growth for its largest city 
park - Elmer Johnsoa 

Mayor William Oakley an¬ 
nounced that if 23 acres of land in 
the Shook and Wick Road area 
could be environmentally upgrad¬ 
ed and be used for parkland, it 
could be added to the Elmer 
Johnson Park 

Oakley said the city’s Master 
Plan calls for added park land 
within the city and this would be a 
“terrific opportunity” to do just 
that 

Apparently all or part of the 
land was used as a dump years 
ago, Oakley said, and it apparently 
was closed to such uses back in 
the 50’s. 

Currently the owners of the 
property are considering deeding 
the land over to the city for such 
use, the mayor stated. 


Environmental tests (with costs 
not exceeding $22,000) need to be 
conducted, Oakley said, and some 
if not all those costs could possibly 
be picked up by a Brownsfield 
grant 

The Council voted 6-0 in favor 
of such environmental testing. 
Councilman Donald Morris was 
absent 

In another council action, a re¬ 
quest by Kurt Johnston for a zon¬ 
ing change on property on the 
southeast corner of Moore and 
Goddard in downtown Romulus 
was approved. 

Johnston said he plans to open 
a quick print business there that 
would provide various services in¬ 
cluding making blue prints. 

Currently he said customers 
need to travel all the way to De¬ 
troit to have such prints made. 

Johnston currently has a shop 
on Hunt Street

Mayor William Oakley re¬ 
vealed Monday night that some 
volunteers also will be selling on 
Rogell Drive of Detroit Metro Air¬ 
port 
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pletely, keeping the college but al¬ 
tering it in one of two ways or 
keeping the college as is. 

For each letter printed, Hanna 
said, he would add five points to 
the students’ recent project score.

Nancy Wrttemore wrote the leg¬ 
islators ‘the process we now use 
is unfair both to the people (vot¬ 
ers) and the person running for of¬ 
fice.” 

Wittemore favors a “process in 
which we would use the percent¬ 
age of the popular vote -- and 
match it with the same percentage 
of electoral votes.” 

A second student Jehiquita 
Tucker had a similar feeling. 

She wrote “I feel the present 
form is not only unfair to the can¬ 
didates, but unsuccessful in de¬ 
tecting the people’s choice.” 

As a solution, she added, “I pro¬ 
pose that all the states change the 
Electoral College to where the 
percentage of the popular vote 
will equal the percentage of the 
assigned electors to that state.” 

Meanwhile a third student 
Leslie Perez strongly favors the 
continued use of the electoral col¬ 
lege as it adds political weight to 
the smaller states like Rhode Is¬ 
land etc. 

“Without the Electoral College, 
the larger states like New York 
and California would run every¬ 
thing,” Perez added. 

Then Perez issued a stern 
warning “if you vote to get rid of 
the Electoral College, I will vote to 
get rid of you.”

Surrounded by family mem¬ 
bers and buoyed by the enthusi¬ 
asm of between 200-300 backers, 
Romulus School Board Trustee 
Alan Lambert annouced that he 
will challenge incumbent Mayor 
William Oakley next November 
Lambert, a local police officer 
and former councilman, made the 
announcement “it is time for a 
change” last Saturday night at the 
local Veterans of Foreign Wars 
Post 9568 on Huron River Drive in 
Romulus. 

His brother and also a former 
city councilman Russ Lambert, of¬ 
ficially introduced Lambert to the 
crowd shortly after 8:30 p.m. 

Russ Lambert explained that 
their parents, Dan and Dorothy, 
moved to Romulus from Detroit 
about 60 years ago, when Metro 
Airport was really “small.” 

“Our parents taught us to get 
involved in politics,” Lambert 
said, and “if we didn’t like the way 
things were going to get involved 
in changing the city.” 

When the host took the micro¬ 
phone, he further introduced him¬ 
self to the crowd by saying he was 
a 45-year-old single dad to four 
daughters and a soa 

He related he has been a Ro¬ 
mulus Police Officer for 13 years 
and currently is serving his First 
term as a Romulus Community 
School Board trustee. 

Lambert said back in 1981 he 
decided to run for the city council 
and accompanied by his tiny chil¬ 
dren went door to door to cam¬ 
paign for the seat 

He won the council seat, Lam¬ 
bert said, and became the 
youngest councilman (age 25) ever 
at that time. He later won three 
more consecutive elections, Lam¬ 
bert said, before stepping down in 
1988 to seek a post with the city 
'police department 

He then called up his immedi¬ 
ate family members including 
son, Justin, and daughters, Cary, 
Sara, Jennifer and Kallena. 

In his “coming out” speech, 
Lambert declared “Romulus i^s at 
a critical stage in its history and a 
change of leadership is impera¬ 
tive!” 

Lambert vowed he will “listen

to the people and improve the 
quality of life in the city.” 

Lambert vowed he will run a 
“clean campaign” and stick to the 
issues, no matter what the opposi¬ 
tion camp does. 

He stated several times he will 
work “with the people.” The may- 
oral candidate also promised “I 
won’t let you down. We will work 
together to improve life here in 
Romulus” 

Among the gathering were cur¬ 
rent and past elected officials, fel¬ 
low police officers, young home- 
owners and senior citizens. 

Those officially noted were for¬ 
mer Mayor Beverly McAnally, 
Council members Randolph Gear, 
William Wadsworth and Debby 
Romak and School Board trustee 
Betty Lenossi. 

To add to his communication 
cycle with the public, Lambert 
said he will soon open a web line 
www.lambert 2001.com and will 
create a campaign phone line on 
which the public can leave him 
messages or questions and he will 
get back to them.

Judge orders 
Goci deported 
to Kosovo 


A federal judge has decided 
that the driver of a vehicle in¬ 
volved in a fatal crash that 
claimed the life of a 16-year-old 
Wayne Memorial honors student 
should be deported. 

As soon as the legal and inter¬ 
national kinks are worked out and 
a passport issued, Luan (Leo) Go¬ 
ci will be deported to his native 
Yugoslavia 

Goci pleaded no contest in the 
death of Megan Boljesic, who was 
killed in August 1998 when Goci 
lost control of his vehicle and 
crashed in Ypsilanti Township. 

According to witnesses, the dri¬ 
ver, later identified as Goci, “was 
westbound on 1-94 in the area of 
Huron Street when a black vehi¬ 
cle blew past him at a high rate of 
speed.” 

Washtenaw County deputies 
who arrived at the accident 
checked the female passenger, lat¬ 
er identified as Megan Boljesic 
and she was unresponsive. They 
also made contact with the male 
subject who was conscious. Goci 
informed the deputy at the scene 
that he was driving the vehicle at 
the time of the crash. 

In the subsequent trial, Washt¬ 
enaw County Circuit Judge Melin¬ 
da Morris accepted a plea bargain 
in exchange for a plea of no con¬ 
test to a charge of involuntary 
manslaughter while grossly negli¬ 
gent and sentenced Goci to 11 
months and 29 days in the Washte¬ 
naw County Jail. 

The sentence outraged 
Megan’s parents and relatives 
who demanded that Goci be de¬ 
ported to his native Kosovo. 

The judge was apparently re¬ 
luctant to deport Goci because the 
area was engaged in a bitter and 
bloody civil war. 

However, Goci was later re¬ 
leased into the custody of the Im-

migration and Naturalization Ser¬ 
vices and was also chaiged with a 
Crime of Moral Turpitude. Ac¬ 
cording to officials, a crime of 
Moral Turpitude is defined as a 
“crime that has intent in federal 
court, gross negligence is intent 
“The fact that God’s crime was 
punishable by more than one year 
and that it was committed within 
his first five years in this country 
made it a deportable offense,” 
said a member of the Boljesic 
family, who requested anonymity. 

Goci was denied bond. 

Judge Elizabeth Hacker noted 
that Goci “shows no remorse, that 
his driving record and his flagrant 
disregard for our laws made him 
a danger to the community and all 
his attempts to avoid deportation 
made him a flight risk.” 

The judge also noted that “he 
(Goci) received a lower sentence 
because it was crafted to avoid de¬ 
portation, and that it was not a 
fair sentence.” 

Judge Hacker found Goci 
guilty and ordered him deported 
to Kosovo.

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Washington, was bound over for 
trial in Circuit Court 

Washington had been arraigned 
on charges of assault with intent to 
murder, felony firearms and as¬ 
sault with a motor vehicle, follow¬ 
ing a November 14 shooting inci¬ 
dent 

Washington was arraigned at 
the 34th District Court on Nov 18 
by out county Judge Glenn Valas- 
co, 27th District Court, and was re¬ 
leased after paying $1,500 bond. 

Valasco said the reason the 
bond was relatively low is that 
there were doubts in his mind. 
“There were some circumstances 
which would have placed doubt 
on the prosecution’s case,” Valasco 
said. Valasco said the lack of phys¬ 
ical evidence was a factor At this 
time, neither the gun nor the vehi¬ 
cle used in the chase and shooting 
incident have been recovered. 

Further, Valasco explained, 
Washington “was not a risk of 
flight and he had no priors or his¬ 
tory of violence.” 

Judge Brian Oakley made the 
decision to bind the case over to 
Circuit Court after hearing testi¬ 
mony from the victim and from 
Washington’s friend, who was sup¬ 
posed to have been his alibi. 

Washington’s alleged victim, 44- 
year-old Detroit resident Michael 
Cash, testified at the exam that he 
had been leaving the Woodbury 
Green apartment of Washington’s 
longtime girlfriend 

As he was pulling onto Hagger¬ 
ty Road, he saw a burnt orange Ex¬ 
plorer pull around his 1997 Cadil¬ 
lac Seville and stop. The driver of 
the Explorer, Cash said, was ap¬ 
parently trying to flag him down as 
if he needed help. 

Cash slowly drove around the 
Explorer and continued on Hag¬ 
gerty Road The driver of the Ex¬ 
plorer got in the SUV and again 
pulled around the Cadillac, and 
began approaching the car as Cash 
slowly proceeded 

The Explorer’s driver came 
within three feet of Cash, reached 
around behind him and pulled 
out what appeared to be a silver- 
plated handgun. He then shot 
three times, shattering Cash’s dri¬ 
ver’s side window, and when Cash 
felt a stinging sensation, he real¬ 
ized he had been shot 

The driver of the Explorer got 
back in his vehicle, and followed 
the Cadillac east on Huron River 
Drive, toward Romulus. 

Cash said the Explorer 
rammed several times into the 
back of his car, “as if they were try¬ 
ing to run me off the road” 

Cash, injured and disoriented, 
called police from his cell phone 
before crashing in Romulus. 

Upon Cash’s release from the 
hospital two days later, he picked 
Washington out of a photo lineup, 
and had “no doubt” that was who 
shot him. 

November 16, Washington was 
arrested while working his shift at 
the Ford Stamping Plant in 
Wayne. 

Cash testified that it wasn’t until 
days later that he remembered 
having met Washington. He said 
Parker had introduced the two 
months before when Washington 
had come to see her at her place of 
employment at a Detroit casino. 

Washington’s attorney, Frank 
Cusmano, asked Cash if there was 
any chance he may have picked 
Washington out of the lineup be¬ 
cause he looked familiar after 
meeting months earlier Cash said 
that wasn’t possible. Cusmano 
asked if he may have seen a photo 
of Washington at Parker’s apart¬ 
ment, and Cash responded he had 
not 

Cash had testified to the police 
that his assailant was about 5 feet 
9 inches tall, and about 200 lbs.

A man accused of allegedly Cusmano asked Washington to Pptitn that ho h ^ _i j i_ i , , , . . . 


A man accused of allegedly 
shooting an acquaintance of his 
girlfriend went back to work last 
week. His victim says one of the 
two bullets that entered his body 
is still there. And besides the ques¬ 
tion of guilt or innocence, people 
seem to want most to know why 
the alleged shooter is out of jail. 

Following his preliminary ex¬ 
am at the 34th District Court last 
week, Troy Allen Washington, son 
of UAW Local 900 president Jeff 


Cusmano asked Washington to 
stand, and when he did, it was ap¬ 
parent that Washington is much 
shorter than that 

”Would you say he's about 5’ 3” 
or 5’ 4”?” asked Cusmano. 

Cash was shot twice in the back, 
and one of the bullets is still 
lodged in his chest 

Washingtons friend of 12 years, 
Michael Thomas, also testified. He 
told prosecuting attorney Maria 


Petito that he had been with 
Washington on the evening of the 
shooting He also said Washington 
has not owned an orange Explor¬ 
er He currently owns a black 2000 
Focus, and previously owned a 
burgundy EXP 

Thomas said the night of the 
shooting he had gone to Washing¬ 
tons home in Wayne, and arrived 
shortly after 11 p.m. 

He said the two watched a 


video and drank beer until nearly 
2 a.m. Then Thomas left to go 
home. 

Petito asked how often the 
friends saw each other. Thomas 
said very frequently. Thomas testi¬ 
fied they saw each other often 
enough that he could not say with 
certainty how many times they had 
seen each other in the month of 
October, or in November. Petito 
asked how, then, could Thomas be 


sure he was with Washington on 
the night of November 14 

Thomas said he remembered 
the day because it was the night 
before Washington’s arrest 
Van Buren Police Detective 
Louis Keele testfied that Thomas 
came to the station two days later 
to inquire about his frfend, and 
told police Washington was with 
him. However, Thomas couldn’t 
recall at that time exactly what 


time the evening’s events tran¬ 
spired. 

Judge Oakley said that a judge 
has “some duty to weigh credibili¬ 
ty...If I had to weigh the credibility 
between Mr. Thomas and Mr. 
Cash, Mr. Thomas would not come 
out on top.”

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New Wayne fire station 
ought to be located at DPW 


The Wayne City Council’s deci¬ 
sion to locate the new multi-million 
dollar fire station on Ash St. is a 
mistake and I hope they have the 
good sense to review it. A far better 
location, available and ready for 
construction is the DPW area, south 
of Michigan Avenue. 

To update readers, Wayne has ap¬ 
proved the construction of a new 
fire station. At issue is not the merit 
of the fire station, that was decided 
long ago, but where it should be 
built. By a 4-3 vote, council agreed 
to build the new station on Ash St., 
across from city hall and where the 
current fire station sits. 

Dissenting council persons, A1 
Haidous, Josephine Lentine and 
Donna McEachern rightfully ar¬ 
gued the Michigan Avenue site to 
be more appropriate. Their argu¬ 
ments were essentially twofold - the 
traffic and congestion at the Ash St. 
site is horrendous and might cause 
delays for fire trucks to reach their 
destination and the Michigan Ave. 
site is closer to the bulk of Wayne’s 
residential population. 

Proponents of Ash St. claim aes¬ 
thetically, it makes sense to have 
the fire station near city hall and 
that location is much closer to 
downtown businesses and the Ford 
plants. So they commissioned ad¬ 
ministrators to build a temporary 
station at the DPW site, until the 
Ash St. station is built. That is 
where we stand. 

But like many of the citizens that 
protested the Ash St. site at the 
council meeting, we believe the 
DPW location makes far iriv.v- 
sense. We believe response time 
will actually be a heckuva lot better 
from the DPW site because traffic 
and road congestion will not be a 
factor. Additionally, this piece of 
property will allow future expan¬ 
sion easily, whereas, the City is to¬ 
tally boxed in at the Ash St. site. 

Aesthetics aside, the DPW-Michi- 
gan Ave. site is the better location.

tells us that the once invincible 
Thomas political machine is no 
longer operable.

There is, of course, the turmoil 
over the as yet unresolved presi¬ 
dential election There was a re¬ 
call election in Westland after 
Thanksgiving. 

There is a lame-duck session of 
the State Legislature in Lansing 
which evidently will be acting on 


the controversial subject of the 
right to carry concealed weapons. 

The Congress of the United 
States will be in a lame duck ses¬ 
sion as this is being read doing 
God only knows what 

As the reader may have 
guessed by now, this writer is not 
expressing a view for or against 
the issues named. 

What is taken issue with is set¬ 
tling the topics in lame-duck ses¬ 
sions, when the attention of the 
public at it lowest 

Regardless of the issue, those 
on the losing side will undoubted¬ 
ly consider the lame-duck ses¬ 
sions as a “sneak attack” 
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Tree city declares war on trees 


Westland is supposed to be a 
tree city. 

A year ago, Mayor Bob Thomas 
urged the city council to pass a 
resolution proclaiming Dec. 6 as 
Arbor Day in the city. 

Passage of the resolution re¬ 
sulted in getting the city pro¬ 
claimed a tree city. 

“We urge citizens to protect 
trees and woodlands,” said the 
resolution, which Thomas read 
aloud to the city council last year 
“We urge citizens to plant trees.” 

At the time, I found the procla^ 
mation at odds with Thomas’s 
policies and conduct. Not only 
had Thomas repeatedly packed 
up his motor home and left West¬ 
land’s asphalt jungles for the de¬ 
ciduous forests of Northern Michi¬ 
gan, but his administration had 
recommended developers’ plans 
to fell stately trees on the outskirts 
of the Sassafras Trails Nature 
Preserve and on the formerly ver¬ 
dant grounds of Patchin Elemen¬ 
tary School. 

The butchery of Sassafras was 
criticized by citizens who worked 
two years to obtain a $500,000 
grant to preserve Westland’s last 
virgin woods in perpetuity When 
it turned out that Westland’s 
cronyism was more likely to be 
preserved in perpetuity, speakers 
protested the destruction of the 
periphery of Sassafras and a trib¬ 
utary of the stream that flowed 
through it, providing water for its 
resident foxes, flowers and Sas¬ 
safras trees. 

If not more harmful than Sas¬ 
safras, the Patchin chainsaw mas¬ 
sacre was more shocking because 
its devastation could be seen from 
Newburgh Road. Row after row of 
felled oaks trees, many of them 
formerly landmarks, were visible 
to motorists. 

Even with the ordinance - 
which only restricts developers, 
not home owners - in place, some 
developers could weasel their 
way around it If memoiy serves, 
didn’t the city council exempt the 
Adams Senior Apartments devel¬ 
oper from having to replace some 
trees? As I recall, Adams’ land¬ 
scaping plans had designated 
trees for preservation, but a sub¬ 
contractor supposedly disregard¬ 
ed the markings, and cut the trees. 
Yet it appears that the trees 
weren’t replaced on-site and I’m 
not aware that a commensurate 
cash donation was made to the 
city’s tree planting fund. 

The current ordinance also 
failed to prevent a recent sawdust 



fest at Hix and Cherry Hill. 


If anything, the ordinance 
needs to be tightened up on devel¬ 
opers to prevent these violations, 
which Mayor Woody Woodpecker 
too often winks at A tighter ordi¬ 
nance will beautify the tree city, as 
tougher tree ordinances beautify 
many cities and towns in Wayne, 
Oakland, Washtenaw, and Liv¬ 
ingston Counties. 

Having relatives who develop 
subdivisions and condominium 
projects, including two recent 
ones in Canton Township, I’m ac¬ 
quainted with the cost of tree ordi¬ 
nances. It cost one relative about 
$100,000 an acre to develop prop¬ 
erty in Canton with wetlands and 
woodlands. 

“I’ve come to agree with the en¬ 
vironmentalists about woodland 
and wetland ordinances,” my rela¬ 
tive said, after learning the hard 
way about the folly and expense of 
paving roads through wetlands. 

My relative is proud of the way 
his natural development looks, 
now that he’s learned how to do 
them right 

Knowing what he was doing, 
his developement came in at cost 
Partly owing to the natural beauty 
of trees, the project sold out in 
less than a year. The quick sales 
meant more profits, since he wa£ 
able to pay off the construction 
loan quicker 


In other words, trees are good 
for business. 

But too often business, espe¬ 
cially development is different in 
Westland 

Apparently, in the tree city 
trees are a turnoff 

“I am going to propose a 
change to the tree ordinance on 
the next council agenda,” said 
Mayor Thomas. ‘After watching 
the tree ordinance work, it’s done 
harm to some people.” 

He complained that some de¬ 
velopers have griped about spend¬ 
ing $8,000 an acre on tree replace¬ 
ments. 

Only $8,000? Two years ago my 
cousin spent $10,000 per acre. 

Perhaps the trouble is not sav¬ 
ing trees. It’s the relationship be¬ 
tween the mayor and some West- 
land developers, who expect too 
much and give back too little (not 
counting campaign contributions 
to Mayor Thomas and his allies). 

If Westland needs to grant the 
developers relief, it should be in a 
way that beautifies the city. If it’s 
too burdensome to save trees un¬ 
der Westland’s ordinances, per¬ 
haps the city should hire a plan¬ 
ning consultant to recommend or¬ 
dinance changes that would allow 
developers to cluster buildings 
away from trees. Some cities have 
clustering ordinances. Others al¬ 
low planned unit developments. 

The end result is more trees. 

If Mayor Thomas is allowed to 
do his campaign contributors this 
favor, the end result will be more 
asphalt (as well as more political 
ads on CNN). No wonder he has a 
second home up north.

Answer: When a tooth has a cavity that gets too deep, or is injured, the nerves 
and blood vessels inside it may become infected or even die which can cause 
the tooth to ache.

He inherited a winning pro¬ 
gram when he stepped into the 
coaching limelight last summer to 
replace longtime friend and head 
coach Mark Woodsoa 

And Wade Cook knew instantly 
that all eyes were on him. If he fal¬ 
tered and the Romulus High 
School football program plum¬ 
meted, he would have to take the 
heat 

Cook aggressively went to work 
to carry on the Eagles’ winning 
tradrtioa Romulus strung togeth¬ 
er nine consecutive victories in 
Cook’s inaugural season as a head 
coach. Although they departed 
early in the playoffs, Romulus’ 9-1 
overall record overshadowed any 
setback. 

“We look at members of the 
team as ‘family’,” says the former 
Robichaud High star in revisiting 
the season and the success of the 
team. “In fact, we are one big fam¬ 
ily, and I think that that is the rea¬ 
son for the success of the program 
here. 

”The seniors here provided the 
leadership, and the others just fol¬ 
lowed,” said Cook.

In his 14th year in coaching, he 
served as an assistant to Bob 
Yauck, a coaching legend at Ro¬ 
bichaud High and in the area be¬ 
fore he accepted an assistant 
coaching position with Woodson 
at Romulus. 

When Woodson decided to step 
up his coaching career to the col¬ 
lege level and accepted a job at 
Eastern Michigan University, 
Cook was a natural to step in and 
carry on the work. 

The post-season brings yet an¬ 
other honor to the rookie head 
coach. Cook is the Michigan Com¬ 
munity Newspapers' Coach of the 
Year for the Year 2000. 


Charlie Searcy 


Scoring 22 TDs and rushing for 
1863 yards, Romulus High running 
back Charlie Searcy is another one of 
those unstoppable Eagles. Searcy 
was the impetus behind an untar¬ 
nished 9-0 regular season, and in 
leading the Eagles to their third con¬ 
secutive conference championship 
he was named to the all-conference 
and the All-West squads. ”He’s 
quick, elusive and reads the field 
very well,” says coach Wade Cook. 



Brandon Ellison 


In a season that most Plymouth- 
Salem fans would like to forget, 
there was a bright spot - the untiring 
efforts by senior running back Bran¬ 
don Ellison who rushed for 950 yards 
on 155 attempts and scored 12 TDs.

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Governor John Engler, vice 
chair of the National Governors’ 
Association (NGA), today chaired 
an NGA policy forum on work¬ 
force development in Dearborn. 
The forum is being co-hosted by 
the NGA’s Center for Best Prac¬ 
tices, which Engler heads up as 
chair of the board, and the Aspen 
Institute Domestic Strategy 
Group. 

With its theme ‘Achieving Ex¬ 
cellence in Workforce Develop¬ 
ment to be Competitive in the 
New Economy,” the meeting was 
attended by state policy officials 
from around the country as well 
as representatives of some of the 
nation’s largest corporations. 

“A key challenge we are facing 
now is workforce development as 
we transition to what is called the 
New Economy,” said Governor 
Engler. “Michigan’s experience 
over the past decade is typical. As 
the buckle of the Rust Belt Michi¬ 
gan had the highest unemploy¬ 
ment rate among the industrial 
states. Now, with a booming econ¬ 
omy, Michigan faces a new kind of 
problem - finding skilled workers. 

“In our labor shortage econo¬ 
my, too many workers don’t have 
the requisite skills for the jobs 


they now hold. And far too many 
don't have the basic skills to be 
able to learn the technical skills 
their employers need. 

“If there’s one thing we’ve 
learned: in the New Economy, 
workforce development is eco¬ 
nomic development” 

During the day-long meeting, 
Governor Engler highlighted a 
number of areas where Michigan 
has made progress in workforce 
development, including the fol¬ 
lowing: 

The connection among K-12 ed¬ 
ucation, adult education and 
work-based learning and post-sec¬ 
ondary education. The Depart¬ 
ment of Career Development has 
contracted with the Michigan Vir¬ 
tual University (MVU) to create 
the Career Guidance System, 
where job seekers, employers and 
students exploring careers can all 
connect through the same web 
site. Students may also take on¬ 
line courses offered through 
MVU.
